These blanks are selected promiscuously from the lot of light nickel 
blanks which we have ready to send to you at any time you may wish to have them forwarded. 
There were only a few blanks taken out of each case. I send you also by mail some sample 
blanks which I have taken from the presses this morning, and I think it would be well for you to 
ask Mr. Egfeldt to assay them. We have no reason to suppose that they contain less than the 
regular amount of nickel, but I think they will be found fully up to the standard, and possible a 
little in excess. 


We have not yet received full instructions from you as to the amount of nickel and other 
new material which will be necessary to use in reworking the stock which you have just sent in 
to us. As this recoinage nickel which you are sending us, has a tendency to fall below the limit of 
nickel, I think that you should provide in your orders for purchases of nickel from us, for 
bringing it fully up to the standard. Nickel, naturally, in remelting, will burn out a little; but of 
this you can, of course, be fully advised by Mr. Egfeldt, the Mint Assayer.
